Washington, April 18. — With the 
hissing of the president of the United 
States thoroughly repudiated, the offi­ 
cial expression of the convention's re­ 
gret and disavowal accepted in grac­ 
io u s spirit by the president, and the 
whole Incident relegated to the domain 
of "steadfastly forgotten" history, the 
convention of the National American 
Woman’s 
Suffrage 
association 
re 
slimed Its normal 
atmosphere, and 
resolutely worked 
through a large 
•mount of Important business. 
The 
suppressed 
excitement when suffra­ 
gists gathered in groups in the hotel 
lobbies or wherever they might meet 
%nd 
Jiscussed the hissing 
Incident, 
gave way to close attention to the in- 
eresting program in hand. 
The last detail of Ihe smoothing 
out process was the receipt of Presi­ 
dent T aft’s letter of reply to the apol­ 
ogy sent him by the suffragists. 
In 
i letter, forwarded to the association's 
president. Mrs. Frances Squire Potter, 
rhe president asked that the whole 
matter be forgotten as soon as possi­ 
ble. adding 
that he entertained no 
hard feelings toward any member of 
the organization for the unfortunate 
occurrence. 
The letter says: 
"I beg to acknowledge your favor of 
April 15. 
I unite with you In regret- 
ing the Incident, occurring during my 
address to which your letter refers. I 
regret It not because of any personal 
feeling for I have none on the subject 
at all. but only because much more 
significance has been given to It than 
it deserves, and because It may - be 
ised in an unfair way to embarrass 
the leaders cif your movement. 
I thank the 
association for the 
kindly and cordial tone of the reso 
lotions submitted, and hope that the 
feature of Thursday night’s melting. 
which you describe as one giving your 
association much sorrow, may soon 
be entirely forgotten.” 
Senator Owen, the woman suffrage 
champion of Oklahoma, was heartily 
greyed in the 
lobby, many women 
taking the opportunity to gra*p his 
hand 
In reply to a query, he said: 
"I have seen President Taft and he 
feels no affffront. He is a big man and 
undeistands the situation perfectly. It 
was Intellectually and morally right 
for the women to do as they did. but 
It was politically wrong.” 


Plan of March on Congress.

territory in the Union advocating an

banners of their cause, will descend 
upon tho capitol, where each delega­ 
tion will hand Its petition to a sena- 
ten or representative of Its state, who 
have consented to present the doc ti 
moot to the two branches of con 
gross 
Mrs. Rachel Foster Avery, first vice 
president of the Suffrage association, 
announced that as some senators are 
absent from Washington and as some 
reprecentatlves are not liberal enough 
to present the petition In the lower 
hous* of the national legislature, pc 
tit ions from the state's affected by this 
situation would Im* put together and 
laid before congress by members will-

TIME TO SPRAY FOR SCALE 


Work Should Ba Accomplished Befor# 
Buds Buist. 
Harrisburg, Pa.. April 18.—In an­ 
swer to numerous inquiries coming to 
the office of the division of zoology, 
asking how long Is it sale to sprav 
trees for San Jose scale. Professor H. 
A. Burlace, state zoologist, says that 
this spraying can be doua just until 
the buds show the pink color of the 
petals and must not be done after the 
blossoms have opened In the least, so 
as to admit any of the spray to the 
delicate fruiting organs 
within the 
flower, else these will he destroyed. 
and 
consequently thor# 
will be no 
fruit on aut h trees. 
Trees in bloom should not be spray 
ed for any cause whatever, not even 
with the arsenites for chewing In- 
Sc »-ts, as this is too early to be effec­ 
tive for the most important of these 
pests. and besides sin h poison sprays 
would be fatal to the bees which are 
so helpful in tarrying the pollen In 
their trips from flower to flower. The 
arsenical sprays should be applied Im 
mediately after the petals, or showy 
parts of the blossoms, drop and re­ 
puted ten day* or two weeks there^ 
alter.

Dealer** Privately Endowed Institu­ 


tion* A r* a Menace Because of Un­ 


democratic Teaching*. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 18. — President 
Wood row Wilson, of Princeton univer­ 
sity, startled hundreds ut Princeton 
graduates who listened to his speech I 
delivered at the sixty-flftb anniversary 
banquet of the Princeton Alumni asso­ 
ciation of western Pennsylvania. 
So 
radical were his views that the ban 
spielers refused to believe their ears. 
until Pre*ldent Wilson had ve.ifled 
his 
quotations as correct 
after tile 
feast. 
In no unmistakable terms President 
Wilson 
criticised 
the 
Protestant 
church of the country as caring more 
for pew rent than for the saving of 
Hollis; declared that colleges, such as 
Princeton, supported by private con­ 
tributions, were a menace rather than 
a help to the country, on account of 
their undenominational teachings, and 
in the same breath lauded state educa­ 
tional institutions. He touched lightly 
up >n the Princeton graduate school 
and intimated he was not In favor of 
accepting any donations to Princeton 
to which there was “a string.” 


Correctly Quoted, He Says. 
After the banquet, in response to a 
question as to whether he had been 
correctly 
quoted, 
President 
Wilson 
sstd: 
‘ While th e se views of mine may ap­ 
pear soelallstlc. I have said Just what 
I mean. The time has come for an 
awakening In c o lle g e life and educa­ 
tion. Foremost thinkers of the country 
agree with 
my sentiments, and the 
sooner these sentiments are spread 
broadcast the better for the country 
at large.” 
In the course of his banquet speech 
President Wilson sail: 


Position of the Churches. 
“The colleges are In the same dan­ 
gerous position as the churches. 
I 
hope that the last thing I will ever be 
ctpabl* of will be casting a shadow on 
the church, and yet the churches— 
the Protestant 
churches, at least— 
have dissociated themselves from the 
people. They serve certain strata, cer­ 
tain visible uplifted strata, amt ignore 
the men whose need is dire. 
They 
have more regard for pew rents than 
for soul and in proportion as they seek 
the respect of their congregations to 
lift them in esteem, they are lowering 
themselves 
In 
the 
whole 
scale of 
Christian endeavor. 
••The colleges are in the same c lass, 
looking to the support of wealth rath 
er than to the people The state un! 
versity Is being lifted ic popular es 
teem and the privately endowed Insti­ 
tution Is being lowered The future is 
for th* state university and not for the 
privately endowed one. The state uni­ 
versity Is constantly sensitive to pub­ 
lic opinion, to the opinion of the un 
known man who can vote. 


Strength *f the Nation. 
•'Where doe* the strength of the na­ 
tion come from? 
Not from the men 
of wealth: they have been lifted; their 
need has been satisfied. It conies from 
the great ma a of the unknown, of the 
unrecognised, whose powers are being 
bettered by sti aggie, who will form 
their opinions as they go along In 
that 
struggle and who will emerge 
with opinions equal to their strength, 
opinions which will rule. 
••Most of the masters of endeavor 
of our day have not come from the 
college*, but from the great rough- 
and ready workers of the world. Col­ 
lege meu serve the non college men; 
do you realize that? 
“No class can serve America. The 
great voice of America does not come 
from the seats of learning, but in a 
murmur from the hills and the woods 
and the farms and the factories and 
the mills rolling on and gaining vol­ 
ume until It comes to us the voice 
from the homes of the common men. 
Do these murmurs come into the cor­ 
ridors of the university? 
I have not 
heard them. 
”1 have 
dedicated 
my efforts to 
bringing the colleges to absolute dem­ 
ocratic regeneration In spirit, and I 
shall not be satisfied until the Ameri­ 
can people shall know that the men 
In the colleges are saturated with the 
same thought that pulses through the 
whole politic.”

A moonlight night of rare beauty

ttorni. which gathered with extraor 
Unary suddenness later.

disaster was due to lightning 
striking the balloon. Whether It als< 
killed the occupants Is not quite cor 
tain but there wet-* sufficient iridic a 
lions to encourage the belief that thee 
were spared the awful experience o 
falling alive to their death 
Herr Luesrhenrlng was engaged to 
steer the Parseval airship on the pas 
senger route from Munich to Obora 
mursgan, which will be Inaugurated 
shortly.

To be 
able to make a well risen, good flavor­ 
ed. well baked loaf of wheat bread la 
the goal of the young aspirant for culi­ 
nary fame. 
One has only to attend 
county fairs, farm ers’ institutes and 
meetings of other organizations where 
pantry stores and baked goods are en­ 
tered in contest to set* quickly th at 
It is in the bread that the greatest In­ 
terest centers. 
And all this Is as it 
should be, for bread is one of our best 
staple f(Kids.

W ith­ 
out thla knowledge or attention there 
will ever lie mystery and uncertainty 
about it, and there will alw ays be In­ 
different results. 
There are only four Ingredients ale 
solutely necessary for the making of 
a loaf of raised wheat bread. 
They 
are good bread flour, 
fresh yeast, 
liquid—either milk or w ater—and salt. 
Other ingredients are often u*ed. but 
they are not necessary. 
For Instance, 
shortening Is sometimes added. 
This 
makes a richer loaf. Sugar, too, rimy be 
used iii small quantity. 
This hastens 
the growth of the yeast plants. 
Potato 
w ater occasionally replaces the milk 
or w ater and makes a moist loaf, while 
potatoes and hop w ater form a m ixture 
in which the yeast colonies an* quickly 
started. 
Hut good bread can Is* made 
without the addition of any of these 
things. 


Flour Used in Breadmaking. 
In order that we may have a w*ell 
raised light loaf It is necessary to use 
a flour containing a large |**r cent of 
gluten. 
This Is the flour made from 
the so called "hard" wheats. 
Such 
flour has less w ater thau the flour 
made from the "soft” wheat, therefore, 
mixed with a liquid, gives a Urger 
loaf. 
Gluten is a grayish, rubber-like 
substance found in flour after the 
starch has iieen washed out. 
It is the 
“gum" obtained flout chewing a hand­ 
ful of wheat, as known by most people 
who have spout their cblldbtM>d Iii til* 
country. 
This very character of glu­ 
ten makes it accessory in break mak­ 
ing. 
It stretches aud stretches, form­ 
ing little |MH*kets iii which the gas is 
retained In the loaf until it Is baked 
The heat of the oven hardens the glu 
ten quickly before it has had time to 
relax, and so the loaf keeps its puffed 
shall*. 
Good bread flour should lie white, 
with Just a suggestion of yellow. Aft­ 
er being pressed in the hand it should 
fall loosely apart, 
lf It keeps the im­ 
press of the palm or remains in I urn (rn 
It has too much moisture. 
When rub­ 
bed between the thum b aud linger 
there should be a slight grittiness; It 
should not feel too smooth or pow­ 
dery. 
W hat Is Ysast? 
This useful agent in breadm aking is 
ss old as the hills, aud its action Is 
better understood w hen one Is fa mil tar 
with It. 
Yeast Is a microscopic plant, 
consisting of u single round or ova) 
cell. The rapidity with which it grows 
aud reproduces itself gives It much of 
Its Importance. 
It reproduces either 
by sending out buds which break off 
as new plants or by forming s|*orcs 
which will grow Into new plants under 
favorable conditions. 
Like all plants, yeast requires heat, 
moisture aud food in order to grow 
The degree of heat ut which it grows 
beet is from 75 to 90 degrees, and tills 
is the tem perature ut which bread 
should lie kept throughout the proc*** 
of making, 
if It were not for the liq­ 
uid used in breadmaking tile yeast 
w*ould not have sufficient moisture and 
would not grow any more than It do 
in the dry cake.

a R a w A P P L ! CLASSIFICATION 
At the recent national apple show 
held at Spokane. Wash., various reso­ 
lutions were adopted tending to foster 
tile development of the apple industry, 
sud among the most im portant were 
those outlining a uew and w hat It Is 
hoped will he uniformly adopted ss 
the country s apple claaeitteatlou.

and this Is obtained by a chemical 
change being produced In the starch ol 
th* flour, f langing part of It into aug 
ar, This results in a ferm entation th* 
products of which are alcohol and car 
bon dioxide gas—the gas which make? 
the bread light. 
The average house 
keeper is fam iliar with yeast or leaven 
in three fo rm s-th a t wbi ii she makes 
herself by combining potatoes, flour 
hop w ater and a "starter” left from a 
previous baking; also the dry and 
compressed yeasts. 
The last two are 
practically the same, the dry yeast 
having been mixed with more flour or 
corn meal in orffer to preserve the 
plants for a longer time. 
The chief 
difference I»etween these three forms 
of leaven is iii the num ber and kind of 
yeast plants which they contain. 
The| 
compressed 
yeast—the small square 
cake which comes wrapped in tin foil—j 
contains the largest Dumber of plants, 
and so is able to produce the greatest 
am ount of gas in a given time, making 
It possible to finish the bread in fewer 
hours. The commercial yeasts are sup­ 
posed to lie w hat is known as a "pure 
culture”—in other words, one variety 
of plants—therefore Is more uniform in 
strength and composition. 
Yeast plants exist in the ult', and it 
is upon these we depend in making 
“salt rising" bread. The flour and w*a- 
ter wit ii a little salt are mixed into a 
batter, then set aside in a warm place 
to ferment, 
it coutains sufficient gas 
to make Into dough when full of holes 
or when like a sponge, and this fer­ 
mentation lias been caused by the ac­ 
tion of the w lid yeasts in the air. 


Th* Process of Breadmaking. 
This article is In no sense an ex­ 
planation of ail the scientific technical­ 
ities of breadm aking because the sub­ 
ject Is too big and complicated to be 
thoroughly treated Id a column or two. 
It is simply an attem pt to outline some 
of the principles to be observed and 
to give a few helpful suggestions to 
women who may not have a satisfac­ 
tory method of their own. The follow­ 
ing recipe Is for bread made with com­ 
pressed yeast, and when care is taken 
to 
maintain 
an 
even 
temiierature, 
a Im nit kl! degrees, throughout the proc­ 
ess the bread should be ready for the 
oven in a Inuit four hours from the lime 
it is started. 
'The special advantage 
of the compressed yeast is that It is 
more rapid, and when it la used bread

Com prsttsd Ysast Bread. 
Add two tables{HH>nfuls of shorten­ 
ing (butter or lard!, one tab!es|>oonful 
of sugar and one teaspoonful of salt 
and one cake of compressed yeast dis
